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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1 . Apparatus for separating non-magnetic values from a source material 
using a magnetic separation assembly and endless conveyors, claims 
1-8. 

2. Apparatus for separating non-magnetic values from a source material 
using a magnetic separation assembly and fluid connection channels, 
claims 9-20. 

3. Method of dry separation of non-magnetic metal values from a source 
material by isolating strata with an underlying conveyor, claims 21-22. 

4. Method of dry separation of non-magnetic metal values from a source 
material by isolating strata with a pair of top and bottom conveyors, 
claims 23-24. 

5. Method of wet separation of non-magnetic metal values, claim 25. 

6. A mineral separation assembly, claim 26. 

7. Apparatus and method for separating a target material from a source 
material using a carrier and a magnetic field generator by virtue of 
induction, claims 27-43. 

8. Method for separating and disposing of a toxic substance, claims 44- 
45. 

9. Apparatus and method for separating non-magnetic substances using 
a plurality of magnetic separation systems and a scraper, claims 46- 
57. 

These groups are distinct by virtue of the mutually exclusive characteristics 
contained therein. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no generic claims exist.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
